OF BLACK HAND 
SHOT BY YOUTH 


Intended Victim Rids New 
York’s Little Italy of Much 
Feared Leader. 





REFUSED $500 DEMANDED 





Fires on Alleged Bandit as He 
Starts to Draw. a 
Revolver. 


By Leased Wire From the New. York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—With his hand 
on a half-cocked revolver, ready to en- 
force a demand for $500 made weeks 
ago, Munziato Legato, known in Little 
Italy as chief of the Black Hand, was 
Shot and Killed at Grand and Mott 
Streets. Enrico Pavone, his intended 
victim, a clean-cut, well-educated Cala- 
brian, did the killing, He had pur- 
chased a revolver a week ago, when 
he was warned he would be “sent to 
Brooklyn” unless he paid tribute to the 
Black, Hand. The message ‘‘sent to 
Brooklyn’’ has a somber significance in 
the Italian quarter. All of the Italian 
cemeteries, which the Black Hand has 
helped to populate from time to time, 
are located there. 

Pavone is a stenographer and for 
years worked in the offices of the Ital- 
lan newspapers. He saved every penny 
he could. scrape together, and recently 
bought a half interest in a saloon. in 
front of which the Black Hand chief- 
tain met his death. Pavone has saved 
$500 out of the saloon’s earnings and 
meant to send the money to Italy to 
bring his young wife and old mother to 
this country. News of his $500 savings 
reached the Black Hand. 


Wanted Detained Woman. 


A few weeks ago Legato, a man of 
50 odd years, went to Pavone and told 
him to go to Ellis Island and make 
oath before the immigration authorities 
that a woman detained there was his 
wife. Pavone refused to perjure him- 
self, particularly as he heard for what 
purposes the woman was destined. 


His friends warned him he committed 
a grave error in refusing to obey the 
orders of Legato, who was feared 
throughout the quarter. His reputation 
was black. He came from Regio, the 
Italian town which produced the famous 
bandit Musseline, and moreover, it was 
stated he was a fugitive from Italian 
justice, that he had twice played the 
part of assassin. 

A week after he had disobeyed Le- 
gato’s order, word camé to Pavone that 
unless he paid $590 he would be “sent to 
‘“Rrooklyn.”’ That same day’ Pavone 
bought a revolver. He carried it in the 
side pocket of his coat all day, and_at 
night placed it beneath his pillow. 

Three days ago he met Legato in the 
street. Legato called him into a door- 
way and drawing a large blue-steel re- 
voiver, sald: 

“Do you see this, Pavone? I am com- 
ing to you Monday morning. Have the 
money ready.”’ 


Legato Enters Saloon, 


Monday passed without bringing the 
Black Hand leader, and Pavone thought 
the threat an empty one. Tuesday he 
put his revoiver in a drawer behind the 
bar of his saloon. He had scarcely done 
so when Legato entered and stood in 
front of the bar. Very politely he asked 
Pavone to step outside. Pavone waited 
to serve some customers and to quietly 
slip the revolver back into his coat 
pocket. Then he went out with Legato. 

On the sidewalk the Black Hand man 
sternly asked for the $500. Pavone 
showed him $25 in small bills, intending 
to appease him if possible with that 
amount. Legato scornfully thrust aside 
the money, saying: 

“T am going to show you I am a man 
of my word.’ 

Pavone had been watching him like a 
cat with his hand always on his re- 
volver, and the instant Legato’s hand 
moved toward his pocket he drew his 
own weapon and fired two shots. Both 
tore holes in the abdomen of Legato. He 
swerved all over the street, knocking 
over puehearts, spilling vegetables and 
fruit, finally falling dead in a heap 
between the car tracks, 

Slayer Is Caught. 

The persons on the crowded street 
were panic-stricken and Pavone darted 
away, but was caught at Mulberry and 
Hester streets by Policeman Wilson ani 
locked up at headquarters. Later he 
was taken before roner Acritelli and 
remanded to the Tombs without bail. 
Men of good reputation in the Italian 
quarter whom he Kept advised through- 
out hie dealings with Legato, corrobo- 
rated his story. To the Coroner he said: 

“If I had not shot first Legato would 
have killed me. I only saved my own 
life."’ 

The police found a half-cocked, load- 
ed revolver in Legato’s pocket, also sev- 
eral loose cartridges. Legato was known 
to the police. He was arrested recent- 
ly in connection with a pistol duel in 
Mulberry street, but was released for 
lack of evidence. Legato’s comrades 
are expected to wreak vengeance on 
Pavone should he be released.

For the first time the Board of Educa- 
tion has found it necessary to institute 
condemnation proceedings to obtain 
property for school purpuses. The board, 
at its meeting Tuesday night, authorized 
Attorney F. N. Judson to begin con- 
demnation proceedings in the Circuit 
Court to acquire the property adjacent 
to the Wheatley School at Boyle avenue 
and Papin street. ‘ 

According to the secretary of the 
board, repeated attempts to buy proper- 
ty have failed, the owner insisting on a 
stipulation that the property should not 
be used for a negro school. The prop- 
erty has a frontage of 112 feet on Papin 
street. The neighborhood is occupied by

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THE VILLAREAL CASE. 
The extradition of Antonio Villareal and other 
Mexican revolutionists should not be granted ex- 
cept upon convincing evidence that they will be 





be made to suffer for po- 


inally aecused and not 
litical offenses. 

It is the general principle that accused persons 
cannot be tried except for the crime named in tne 
demand for extradition. But it is the general prac- 
tice of England and the United States, and probablv 
other governments, to refuse extradition whenever 
there is a probability, or even a possibility, that the 
indictment offered is a mere cloak to conceal c..¢ 
purpose of the Government claiming the person, to 
punish him for revolutionary acts. 

In the Villareal case, the charge is murder. 
extradition was first sought on the charge that 
he had broken into an arsenal belonging to the 
Government and taken out arms and ammunition. 
That this latter offense was political and not mere 
burglary or larceny seems probable from the fact 
that since coming to this country he has engaged 
in a revolutionary propaganda against the Diaz 
(rovernment. Murder appears to be an afterthought 
to cover the real designs of that Goverment. If 
this is not the explanation, why was not this the 
charge originally b-ought when his extradition was 
first demanded ? 

Our Government cannot. with dignity be used to 
serve the political purposes of any Government, 
however friendly. It may be said that if the fugitive 
is really tried for murder our scruples are satisfied. 
But this argument has not, in the past, satisfied Eng- 
lish and .\merican statesmen who have required 
convincing guarantees of fairness. They have. al- 
ways given the fugitive the benetit of the doubt. 
We desire to live on terms of closest friendship 
with Mexico. We sympathize with the earnest et- 
forts of President Diaz to establish and maintain 
order in a country in which, until his coming, an- 
archy prevailed to a barbarous extent. But we shall 
buy Mexican good will at too high a price if we vio- 
late a tradition which had its rise in a love of po- 
litical liberty and sacrifice a principle which experi- 
ence has more than justified.

The same thing has-occurred in New York 
State. 

While it is true that with many people any ex- 
cuse to stay at home Sunday morning is a good 
excuse, it must be allowed that the complaints of 
the country folk are not destitute of warrant. It 
is hard to pay for roads and then have the use ot 
them made dangerous by people in strange, fero- 
cious demons of machinery. The remedy is care and 
courtesy on the part of automobiliste. A little 
kindness and consideration wil] soon dispel the prej- 
udice against the machines and rid the roads of a 
danger which is often very real.
